The last hope of Dr. James Howard 
Snook, former Ohio State University 
professor, to escape death tomorrow 
in the electric chair for the murder 


last June 18 of Miss Theora Hix, a 
student, was lost late today when Gov- 
ernor Cooper denied an application 
béth for stay of execution and for 
commutation of the death sentence. 

Dr. Melvin Hix, of Bradenton, Fla., 

father of the slain girl, went up to 
the governor as soon as his decision 
was announced, shook hands with him 
and said: “I thank you from the 
bottom of my heart.” 
_The governor denied both applica- 
tions shortly after hearing pleas of 
attorneys. _F. B. Ricketts, counsel 
for Snook, first sought a stay of 
execution to permit time to appeal to 
the state clemency board. 

This was denied and then Ricketts 
made a verbal tequest for commuta- 
tion of sentence to life imprisonment 
which was rejected forthwith by the 
governor.

Ludendorff’s ignominious surrender 
to his nerves is all the more notice- 
able because his wife, whom he mar- 
ried as a widow with three sons in 
1909, lets his conduct speak for it- 
self in the book, “My Married Life 
With Ludendorff.”

You may be sure that if the revolt 
against the isolated, unconditioned 
state has happened, the revolt against 
any isolated, unconditioned religion 
is on the way. Convergence toward a 
common center is the modern move- 
ment of believing spirits. Nor is it 
confined to any one sect or creed. 
None can say what form. of organi- 
zation the religion of the future wil! 
assume. The League of Nations main- 
tains the right of every constituent 
nation to its own identity. Whether 
a league of churches would do like- 
wise for our diversified denominations 
is on the knees of the gods. 


At least two religions, Christianity 
and Islam, claim a universal mission. 
Neither could give way to the other 
without surrendering a _ vital prin- 
ciple. Indeed, one of the chief aims 
of Christian oneness is the more speedy 
conquest of humanity for Christ. If 
this religion is what its adherents 
assert, holy, catholic and possessed 
of all rightful power for the salva- 
tion of the race, it neither ought to 
be divided within itself nor satisfied 
with less than its Lord’s universal 
dominion. You will see from these 
observations that the question of con- 
federating the earth’s réligious or- 
ila ta has to be approached grad- 
ually.

Most Mysterious 
Is Disappearance. 


Of Columbus, Ga. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., Feb. 27.—There 
is gloom in the office of Ralston Car- 
cill, secretary and traffic manager of 
the Columbus Chamber of Commerce, 
and residents of this fair Muscogee 
city on the banks of the Chattahoochee 
are natives of a lost city. A city lost, 
at least, so far as the New York 
Times’ latest map of highways “way 
down south in the land of eotton” is 
concerned. 

The discovery of the disappearance 
of Columbus was made by Barschall 
Andrews, of this city, who is also the 
discoverer of the antecedents of the 
hitherto obscure jack-bug. When Mr. 
Andrews saw the highway map in the 
New York Times he searched in vain 
for any indication that the home of 
Fort Benning and tie commission 
form of government was in any sec- 
tion of Georgia. There was Macon, 
Cordele, Albany and Americus in 


Georgia, and Tuskegee and Dothan, 
home of Julian Hall, in Alabama, but 
no Columbus. So Mr. Andrews, who is 
a pragmatist as well as a poet, wrote 
to Ralston Cargill, Chamber of Com- 
merce secretary, a letter which closed 
with this plea: “I hope you can , do 
something to get us on the next map. 
Ralston Cargill, aware that the loss 
of an alert and beautiful city would 
be distressing to emotions as well as 
a loss to Georgia statistics in the year 
of the census, wrote to the editor of 
the New York Times the following 
letter : ae ey 
“The New York Times of Sunday, 
February 23 under the caption ‘Mod- 
ern Highways Way Down South in 
the Land of Cotton’ shows a road 
map which, unfortunately for us, 
leaves Columbus, Ga., off. : 
“Won't you permit us to invite your 
attention to the fact that Columbus 
is on Transcontinental highway, Fed- 
eral No. 80 from Savannah to Los 
Angeles? You show Macon and Tus- 
kegee on the map but omit Columbus 
which is just between, on the highway 
mentioned above, ‘ 
“Columbus is a city of some size 
and importance and besides has a his- 
torical record which should make it 
interesting to tourists. Here was 
fought the last battle of the Civil 
War east of the Mississippi river. Co- 
lumbus is the home of Fort Benning, 
which is the great infantry school of 


| the United States government. I won't 


burden this letter with a lot of sta- 
tistics or other historical facts, but 

am sending you some literature 
which gives you a fairly complete 
description of our city and immediate 
section. I also enclose road map of 
the states of Georgia and Alabama, 
which will show the other roads lead- 
ing into and out of Columbus. 

“T hope that you will be good 
enough to see that Columbus is shown 
on your next map.” 

Columbus looks to friends in At- 
lanta to lend a helping hand in get- 
ting it back on the map, as there are 
some strong ties between the two 
cities, as well as the annual football 
game.

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Agriculture Workers in Bax. 
ley Section Get Earliest 
. Start in Years. 


BAXLEY, Ga., Feb. 27.—Farmers 
of this section have attained the 
earliest start this season in several 


byears, according to a statement made 


by County Agent L. C. Walker Wed- 
nesday. 

Mr. Walker, in his statement, call- 
ed attention to the steady improve- 
ment in reforestation, tobacco produc- 
tion, hog marketing and sweet potato 
plant raising made by the farmers of 


the Baxley territory, aiung with the 


readjustment in cotton growing. The 
income from forest products leads all 
agricultural returns in the @ounty, 
according sto County Agent Walker, 
with cotton, tobacco and sweet pota- 
toes in order named. 

Wednesday was a busy day along 
farming lines with the holding of a 
co-operative poultry sale and a re- 
gional farmers’ conference. During 
the past marketing season arrange- 
ments were made by the county agent 
in co-operation with the local people 
for establishing a co-operative hog 
sale. Pens have been built, commit- 
tee selected and two suceessful sales 
held so far. This section is naturally 
adapted to hog raising and with satis- 
factory marketing facilities it is ex- 
pected that farmers will increase 
their production. 

The farmers’ meeting was attended 
by. farmers and county agents ‘from 
this and adjoining counties. D. N. 
Stafford, of the Baxley State bank, 
delivered the address of welcome and 

resided at the meeting, and was fol- 
owed by J. William Firor, professor 
of agricultural economics and mar- 
keting, Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture; S. H. Gibbons, field agent, 
National Pecan Growers’ Exchange, 
Albany, Ga.: K. BE. Lytton, beef cattle 
specialist, Georgia State College of 
Agriculture; R. J. Richardson, poultry 
specialist, Georgia State College of 
Agriculture, and J. G. Oliver, assist- 
ant director of extension, Georgia 
State College of Agriculture. 

Mr. Oliver called special attention 
to the opportunity that exists in de- 
veloping our forests as a continuous 
source of income and the remarkable 
readjustment made by farmers of this 
section in meeting a situation un- 
paralleled in the history of the na- 
tion’s agriculture. With the coming 
of the boll weevil the great Sea Island 
cotton industry was destroyed and 
with the deflation following the war 
farmers were called on to meet new 
conditions and bring into existence 
new sources of income at a time when 
conditions were very unfavorable. He 
showed that this readjustment had 
been accomplished through following 
a safe,and sound program of apply- 
ing scientific thought to new enter- 
prises and co-ordinating marketing 
the production.

Speeding Up Growing Sea- 
son Seen as Boon to Indus- 
try by T. J. Davis. 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Feb. 27.—T. J. 
Davis, owner and operator of Davis 
Farms, which are located in Lowndes 
county, northeast of Valdosta, is the 
1930 leader in cotton planting. 

Five hundred acres of cotton will 
be planted on Davis Farms this year 
and already a number of acres have 
been planted, the work starting this 
week. This is believed to be the ear- 


from | 


liest cotton planting schedule ever 
started in Lowndes county. Mr. Da- 
vis takes the position that after the 


cotton comes up if there is no cold 
weather he will be several weeks ahead 
of the boll weevil; if the plants do get 
killed he will have an even start with 
other planters and the boll weevil. 
Last season Mr. Davis planted an 
experimental patch of cotton, there 
being 34 measured acres in the plot. 
From this area a total of 54 average 
nore. bales of lint cotton were gath- 
ered. ‘The experiment was to test 
out a special brand of fertilizer and 
the quantity per acre as well as spe- 
cial plans of: cultivation. The ex- 
periment was regarded as highly suc- 
cessful and the entire 500 acres of 
cotton land will be planted on the 
same plan as the experimental area 
last year. ee 
The yield was more than double 
the average per acre for this section 
of the cotton producing territory, and 
Mr. Davis is of the opinion that by 
speeding up the growing season and 
pushing the cotton with special fer- 
tilizer the cost of production is ma- 
terially lowered and profits increased 
correspondingly. 
However, planting cotton the last 
week in February is regarded as one 
of the boldest agricultural movements 
made in this section and the result of 
the plan will be quite interesting to 
other farmers through this section.

W ater Plant, Deadly 
To Life in Lakes, 
Found at Valdosta 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Feb. 27.—A wa- 
ter plant new to this portion of the 
country and deadly to all life in lakes 
where it appears has just been dis- 
covered on one of the large pools 
on W. A. Burdett’s estate north of 
this city. 

About two weeks ago Mr. Burdette 
noticed a few reddish spots about over 
the pool, but thought it was some 
vegetable matter blown .down and 
gave it no heed. 

Early this ‘week, returning to the 
pool he saw that its entire surface 
was a very dark red color, the sub- 
stance appearing rather thick and 
gummy. Close inspection showed that 
water bugs, tadpoles, frogs and other 
life in the pool was gasping for air. 
The denizens of the pool were making 
franti: efforts to get noses through 
the scum for air. 

Local scientists, including Professor 
Everett, of Emory Junior college, 
and Dr. FE. D. King, were called to 
diagnose the situation. It was quickly 
ascertained that the scum was not 
of an oily nature, nor of a mineral 
composition. It was finally  tenta- 
tively classified under the heading 
of a water plant, and specimens for- 
warded to different experts for final 
classification. 


Nothing of the kind has ever been | 


found in this part of the state before, 
and no one understands how it hap- 
pened to strike on the pool. There 
are several other pools on a chain 
evidently connected with this partic- 
ular one, but none of them show any 
signs of the plant. 

In the other seven pools it is stated 
that fish of practically all species 
abound, but none has been found in 
the Burdette pool. The pools are on

the long darkness, and the work of 
saving agencies that God raised up to 
defend His truth from extinction. 
He related how great Christian per- 
sonalities emerged; how dominant per- 
sonality, leadership and power became 
vital centers around which gathered 
hungry-minded students; told of the 
development of universities and the 
preservation of priceless treasures 
through the ceaseless art of the copy- 
ists in monastaries, transcribing on 
vellum the ‘holy scriptures, religious 
treatises and classic literature. He 
described the mystics, the peace and 
comfort of their inner experience of 
God, and explained how the early fath- 
ers of the «hurch passed on to iater 
centuries with freshened vitality the 
doctrine of God in us and the reality 
of spiritual influences in human life. 
He dwelt on the ministry of sacred 
music, which helped to keep alive the 
heart of true worship, culture and re- 
ligion; discussed scholasticism and the 
crusades; told of the revelation of 


the possibility of racial brotherhood, 


the passing of feudalism, the coming 
of city life, the rise of commerce, the 
spirit of personal freedom that gave 
birth to modern democratic statehood, 
all of which he held to be direct re 
sults of the erusades. “In the cru- 
sades,” said Dr. Covert, “Christianity 
found then and there that her prob- 
lems were not to be solved by the 
sword.” 

“Sin as a peril to Christianity,” he 
added, “was found to be more strong- 
ly entrenched in the hearts of men 
than was the Turk in the Holy Land. 
Armies of men in helmets and coats of 
steel fell before the evils of their own 
unsaved natures while they drew 
— in defense of the Holy Sepul- 
chre.

GUNS OF GANG TURNED 
ON DETROIT ATTORNEY 


DETROIT, Feb. 27.—(4)—Under- 
world shotguns were turned last night 
on Alfonso Sirica, 31-year-old attor- 
ney, who defended James Fernando 
in the Jackie Thompson kidnaping 
case and who appeared at police head- 
quarters a few days ago as counsel 
for the estate of an Italian cafe owner 
who was shot to death on Febru- 
ary 19. 

Forty slugs were poured into Siri- 
ca’s automobile and a dozen or more 
of them tore away the lower part 
of his face. He was taken to re- 
ceiving hospital.in a dying condition 
while detectives sought the connection 


which they believe exists between the 
shooting and the killing of two other, 
members of the local Ital\n colony. 
A few hours before the lawyer was 
attacked detectives had established 
that the slain cafe owner, Arthur 
Califano, was an associate of Roy 
Gennaro, who was fatally shot last 
Monday night and died clinging to the 
underworld code of silence. They 
learned that Gennaro, of whom there 
was no local record, often had’ been 
seen with Califano in his cafe. 
Before the attack on Siriea it had 
been believed by pplice and federal 
authorities that the. killing of Cali- 
fano was connected with the narcotic 
racket. He was lured to a room over 
a confectionery which had been watch- 
ed by narcotic agents and was shot 
through a window. The Gennaro 
killing strengthened this theory. 
Today, however, detectives were giv- 
ing more Serious consideration to a

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 27.—(A)— | 


The University of Pennsylvania mu-| 
seum announced today that it has| 
received a cablegram stating that one 
of the largest collections of coffins 
ever found in one tomb in Egypt has

The coffins, all of which contain 
mummies, range from 2,200 years to 
nearly 4,000 years in age, it was 
stated. 

“Nearly 30 coffins and mummies 
were found in the new tomb,” the 
cablegram from Alan Rowe, field di- 
rector of the expedition stated. “One 
coffin contains mummy covered with 
head network over which is a golden 
flying scarab ard a gilded mask. An- 
other coffin dates from the twelfth 
dynasty, about. 2000 B. C., and is 
coyered with texts. Now opening 
other great tombs.”’ 

“The tomb,” Rowe _ continued, 
“seems to be really a cache of cuf- 
fins and mummies which had been 
collected together and stored there for 
some reason or other. From the bot- 
tom of a deep pit, eight chambers radi- 
ate in various directions. About five 
of these chambers are piled ceiling- 
nn with broken and unbroken cof- 
ins. | 

“The cache has apparently never 
been robbed, the uppermost coffins 
which weré broken having been dam- 
aged only by falls of rock from the 
ceiling.

most of his time in Paris. 

He occupied two of the best rooms 
at the American hospital and had 
four nurses and two Persian servants. 
He had been sinking slowly to death 
for some time and the end had been 
expected by his physicians. 

All the medical skill of French and 
Persian doctors was insufficient to 
stave off death. Even the careful diet 


prepared by his Persian chef at the 
hospital merely prolonged his life a 
little. The sultan died’ surrounded by 
priceless Persian tapestries which he 
insisted must decorate his suite. 

His brother. Prince Mohammed 
Hassen, was at his bedside, and in a 
dying gesture the sultan designated 
him as heir to the Persian throne. 
The sultan’s wife was absent from 
Paris and his young son was studying 
abroad. His secretary said Ahmed 
Mirza had left instructions for a pri- 
vate funeral in the Paris mosque. 

The sultan, born to lavish wealth, 
lived what many regarded as a tragic 
life. He had no desire to be ruler of 
Persia, but in 1909 his father abdicated 
because he disliked the people’s curb- 
ing of his power, and 1-year-old 
Ahmed Mirza succeeded him with a 
regent. : 

The young shah spent much of his 
early manhood disporting at the ca- 
sinos, beaches and pleasure halls of 
France. He was a_ familiar figure 
along the Riviera, short, dark and 
obese. When he won. at the casino he 
turned his winnings over to his wom- 
an companion, usually a _ beautiful 
blonde. 

His wastefulness caused discontent 
at home, Finally, in 1925, he was 
deposed and the dictator Reza Khan, 
a former Cossack trooper who was 
born in a tent, succeeded to the 
throne which had been held in a single 
dynasty since 1779. 

The sultan went back to his beloved 
France, going from one thermal resort 
to another in an effort to reduce from 
275 pounds. He developed a chronic 
kidney ailment. Yet he continued to 
spend recklessly. 

Nearly a year ago he underwent 7 
operation at the American hospital. It 
was only partly successful. The sul- 
tan became a permanent patient six 
months ago and only recently under-

How- 
ever, in the case of property so ap- 
propriated prior .to.March 1, 1913, 
the loss is an allowable deduction in 
an amount not to exceed the excess 
of the value of* the property at the 
time it was so appropriated or at 
March 1, 1913, whichever is greater 
(with proper adjustment for depre- 
ciation) over the amount realized 
from the sale. 

Example: Residential property was 
purchased by a taxpayer in 1922 for

life of 20 years: when the property 
was purchased by the taxpayer in 
1922. The property was sold on De- 
cember 31, 1929, for $16,000. The 
loss from the sale allowable as a de- 
ng is $3,750, computed: as fol- 
lows:
